PROBABLY HIT SUNKEN ANCHOR. 


* 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 20.—[Special.}—The 
big passenger steamer City of Cleveland, 
bound for this city from Cleveland, ran on to 
a rock or sunken anchor in the Detroit River 
at 6 o'clock this morning, and sank within a 
few minutes after its officers had succeeded 
in deaching it in shallow water. 

The passengers, who numbered 128, were 
mostly at breakfast or dressing in their 
staterooms when the accident occurred. Day 
was just breaking, and all were preparing 
to disembark at Detroit. There was a 
slight shock, and immediately the steamer 
began to fill with water. 

The inrush was 80 rapid that almost be- 


dining-rooms to reassure the passengers the 
water was rushing over the floors. There 
was a wild scramble to reach the upper 
decks. Women screamed and men, fright- 
ened, rushed through the cabins, grabbing 
life preservers, The crew and officers rushed 
around, helping the women to the upper 
decks and reassuring the frightened passen- 


gers. 
| Beach Boat in Shallows. 

Hasty orders were given and the boat was 
headed toward shallow water on the Cana- 
dian side. The pumps were started, but it 
was at once seen that they were powerless. 


The passengers, who by that time had all 
reached the upper works, regained their com- 
posure. Many of them got wet before es- 
caping from the flooded cabin, but members 
of the crew waded through the flooded state- 
rooms and brought up blankets and wraps, 
enabling the women to keep warm. 

The passenger steamer Newsboy, which was 
lying at Amherstburg with steam up, was dis- 
patched to the scene of the wreck as soon as 
news was received and took off the chilled 
passengers, landing them in this city before 
noon. Beyond exposure and the delay none 
of them suffered yee from the exciting 
experience. 

The City of Cleveland now lies at the bot - 
tom, two and a half miles above Duff & Gat- 
neld's dock. With eight feet of water in the 
bow and thirteen feet in.therstern. It lies on 
rock bottom and broadside to the current. 
The loss will not be great, althoukh much of 
the cargo is damaged by water. . 


Sunk by Lost Anchor. 

The channel in which the City of Cleveland 
was wrecked has been a favorite anchoring 
place for big lake vessels during fogs and 
bad weather, and many of the big boats have 
lost their anchors there. The channel is 
shoal, and it is believed that this morning 
the Cleveland ran afoul a big anchor lost 
from some steamer, which riped the hole in 
its bottom. The shock of the collision 
amounted to little more than a scraping 
noise, and until the water began to rush in 
it was thought the | steamer had merely 
' scraped over some obstruction in the channel. 


of Best Boats on Lakes. 

The City of Cleveland is a steel side- 
wheeler and is counted among the best pas- 
senger steamers on the lakes. It left Cleve- 
land at 10:15 o’clock on Saturday night for 
Detroit, in command of Captain Archie Mc- 
Lachlan, one of the veterans of the service. 
After entering Detroit River fog settled 
down on the water, and Captain McLachlan 
‘anchored his ship when just above the Lime 
Kilns Crossing to avoid all chance of @ col- 
lision with passing craft. 

At 5:30 o'clock the fog lifted and the 
steamer started on its way again. It was 
instantly noticed that water was coming 
into the hold. The break was apparently 
near the paddle wheels, and the way in which 
the water gained on the pumps, which were 
started at once, showed that the break in the 
boat’s bottom was a bad one. Captain Mc- 
Lachlan at once headed the Cleveland for 
the shallow water near the shore on the 
Canadian side and beached the boat fis a 
favorable position. 

The wrecker Saginaw has teen dispatched 
to the scene and the work of raising the 
Cleveland will be begun at once. The hole 
in the bottom plating will be stopped by 
divers, and steam pumps will then take the 
water out of the hold, after which tugs will 


pull the steamer off the shore. 


Steamer Lost, Crew Saved. 
Buffalo, N. V., Oct. 20.—The steamer Swal- 
low, laden with lumber, foundered in Lake 
Erie off Long Point in the gale ‘which swept 
the lake Friday night. The crew of the 
steamer launched the lifeboat and escaped 
to the barge Manitou, which the Swallow had 
in tow. The Manitou drifted about the hake 
‘for thirty-nine hours, having lost Its sail, 
and was picked up at 9 o’clock this morning 
by the steamer Walter Scranton. The Scran- 
ton was bound here and landed the Manitou 
and the crews of both boats this afternoon. 
The wreckage which was sighted yester- 
day off Long Point undoubtedly came from 
the Swallow. The steamer loaded lumber 
at Emerson, in Lake Superior, and cleared 
for Buffalo Oct. 13. The Manitou was taken 
in tow at Sault Ste. Marie. The boats had 
favorable weather until Friday night on 
Lake Erie, when the gale proved too much 
for the Swallow's old timbers, and it found- 

‘ered. The crew comprised eleven men. 
When the Scranton picked the Manitou 


for Erie, and, with a few scraps of afl, was 
trying to get into that port.

The real celebration is to begin. tomorrow, 
and the boast is being made tonight that by 
that time not only will there not be a State 
or Territory without representation here but 
not a city in this country of any size and 
hardly a country in the world which calls

elusive trout. Neither can a fisherman who, 
with rod in hand, sits in a boat or on a bank 
all day be called lasy—provided he attends 
to his fishing and is physically and mentally 
alert in his occupation. ; 
“It is sometimes said that there is such 
close relationship between mendacity and 
fishing, that in matters connected with their 
craft ali fishermen are untruthful. It must, 
of course, be admitted that large stories of 
fiwhing adventure are sometimes told by fish- 
ermen—and why should thie not be so? 
„Beyond all question there is no sphere 
of human activity so full of strange and won- 
derful incidents as theirs.

The man 
who, intending what he says, coolly indulges 
in imprecations, is guilty of an offense that 
admits of no excuse or extenvation; but a 
fisherman can ha de called profane 
who, when overtakeff without warning by 
disaster, and abruptly hurled from the ex-

The manager of the company does not leave 
his office except in a carriage and under the 
‘escort of mounted gendarmes; armed with 
revolvers and sabers. 
Dispatches from Montceaux-les-Mines say 
that while the place is ‘outwardly quiet the 
feeling is such that a slight incident would 
be likely to lead to an outbreak of violence 
among the 8,000 miners in the locality. | 
These are divided into two factions—the 
red,“ who favor a strike, and the “' yel- 
lows,” who are opposed to such a step. 
The leaders of the redes insist that a 
strike is inevitable; but many who are in 
a position to form a sober opinion belfeve 
that a strike will be averted, or, at all events, 
confined to certain localities. 
The Prefect, who has forbidden the sale 
of arms throughout the department, yester- 
day seized two cases of muskets at St. 
Dtienne that were on their way to Mont- 
ceaux-les-Mines. It is asserted that both fac- 
tions are already supplied with guns and re- 
volvers, which they have concealed in their 
homes. One of the leaders of the reds de- 
clares that they not only have altered Gras 
muskets but also Lebel rifles, ammunition, 
and bayonets. 
The chief element ot danger is the possible 
action of some 1,200 men whom the mining 
company refused to reéngage after the last 
strike and who have been unemployed since.

With 
the exception of Le Matin, which supperts the 
contention of the Marquis de Dion that San- 
tos-Dumont did not accomplish the course 
within the time limit of thirty minutes, all 
the other papers, including. Figaro, the 
Gaulois, the Temps, the Journal des Debats, 
and the Siecle, hold that Santos-Dumont won 
within the time Umit prescribed by the con- 
ditions, This is also the opinion of Baron 
de Zuglen, President of the Automobile club, 
who is recognized as unquestionable author- 
ity on such matters. | 
In a nutshell, the question is as follows: 
Article VI. of the terms setting forth the 
conditions. of the competition, drawn up on 
Sept. 1, 1000, defines the end of the course to 
be the moment when the balloon returns to 
the starting point. 45 

Conditions Are Modified. 

A year afterwards, on Sept. 7, 1901, after 
Santos-Dumont had constructed a balloon 
especially to win the prize and had made 


at risk of his life, the Technical committee, 
of which the Marquis de Dion ie a member, 
arbitrarily modified the original conditions 
by defining the end of the courge to be at the 
moment when the guide rope of the ballooh 


Santos-Dumont, three days later, on Gept. 
10, publicly protested that this subsequent 
modification of the conditions of the competi- 
tion, made after he had already acted upon 
them, was null and void, and above all un- 

Santos-Dumont is the last man to press | 
such a matter to a judicial decision, and has 
already signified his intention of giving the 
$20,000 to the poor in case the Technical 
committee, which meets on Tuesday, de 


cides to award it to him. 
Legally Dumont Is Right. 

It should be noted that in legal circles the 
is right, that he has fulfilled the conditions 
of the competition, having gone over the pre- 
scribed course and returning to the starting 
point according to the conditions as orig- . 
inally prescribed, and, having accomplished 
this in 29 minutes and 30 seconds, he has won 
the prize. The time cannot be counted as 
lasting until a rope is seized by @ man on 
the ground, because this condition is abso- 
lutely void, having been imposed after the 
original terms of the competition had been 
published, accepted, and acted upon. 

In other words, the case is parallel with a 
commercial contract for the delivery of 
wheat or coal, which became binding as soon 
as accepted and acted upon. Santos-Du- 
mont says the rope condition is a mere quib- 
ble, quite as ridiculous as it would be to in- 
sert a clause in a horse race for the jockey to 
touch the winning post with his whip,

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JAPAN PRAISED BY SENN 


SURGEON RETURNS FROM WORLD 
TOUR; TALES OF TRIP. 


Mikado’s Scientists Declared to Be in 
Front Rank of Original Thinkers 
and Discoverers—Island Empire and 
Russia Preparing for War—Siberia 
Considered by the Doctor as the 
Country of the Future—Producer of 
‘Meat and Bread. - 


„Japan is scientifically independent of the 
outside world,“ declares Dr. Nicholas Senn. 
“It has got to that point where it needs no 


longer to imitate the Western nations, It 


originates. The theory that the Japanese 
mind is so constituted as to permit only of 
adaptation, assimilation, and imitation has 
been disproved, for Japanese scientists are 
in the front ranks of original thinkers and 
discoverers today.“ 

Dr. Senn returned yesterday from a six- 
teeh-week trip around ‘the world. He left 
Chicage on July 1 with Professor D. R. 
Brower and Dr. Jacob Frank of Chicago and 
Dr. W. M. Mastin of Mobile, Ala. The jour- 
ney was through Durope, across Siberia to 
the Pacific coast,. thence to Japan and San 
Francisco. The. party remained unbroken 
until San Francisco was reached, when Dr. 
Mastin took the Southern Pacific for his 


home 
Japan Finds Plague Germ. 

~ “ Professor Kitasato, head of the Imperial 
Hygienic Institute of Tokio, is the greatest 
medical man in his country and one of the 
greatest in the world,“ said. Dr. Senn, con- 
tinuing on Japan's scientific advancement. 
He it was who discovered the bubonic 
plague germ in Hongkong four and a halt 
years ago. He went there for that purpose, 
lived in the plague district, was continually 
exposed to the disease himself, worked: un- 
remittingly for years, and finally made his 
discovery. 

At present Kitasato is studying leprosy, 
the problem which has baffied medicine for 
centuries. He stu led under Koch for seven 
and a half years.

The ordinance was defeated last week by 
a vote of 35 to 26, it is asserted, by the point 
being raised that the faflure of the Council 
to ask a waiver in this case might be con- 
strued to mean a relinquishment by the city 
of its claim that the act Is inoperative. This 
was denied by Alderman Bennett, chairman 
of the Committee on Local Transportation.

POLICE AMYSTERY.

Floating Ogden’s in 
Throat Appears to Have Been In- 
ficted by Knife, While Cat on Head 
Is Less Suspicious in Appearance— 
Passing Steamer Possible Cause of 
Injuries, 

Mystery surrounds the death of a shan 

whose body wae found yesterday afternoon 

in Ogden’s slip at the foot of Michigan street. 

The nature of the wounds on the head and 

throat of the man have aroused stispicion at 


the East Chicago Avenue Police Station that 
a murder has been committed. There is a 


possibility, however, that the wounds were 


caused by the body coming in contact with 


a passing vessel in the river. 
The wound on the man's head could have 


been caused by the bow of a steamer, but 
the cut on the throat appears to have been 
inflicted with a large knife. This wound is 
two inches long and straight. The police 
agree that if it had been inflicted dy“ a 
steamer it would have been jagged. The 
remains are at Gavin's undertaking estab- 
lishment, 226 North Clark street, where an 


inquest will be held this morning. 


A few minutes after the remains had been 
taken to the undertaking establishment the 
police received a. telephone message that 
the body was that of Charles Ward, who sev- 
eral months ago stabbed and killed Charlies 
Johnson, a bricklayer, at the latter’s home, 
115 Locust street. Several policemen who 
knew Ward were at once sent to the under- 
taker’s place, but after making a careful ex- 
amination they declared the body was not 
that of the missing murderer. 
If this man did not have three fingers on 
his left hand I would swear he was Ward,” 


said Policeman Daniel Kenny. 


The corpse was found by Patrolman. E. 


‘Paul, who noticed it floating in the middle 


of the slip. The patrolman in his efforts to 


row a small boat to the body collided with 


a.steamer and came near being thrown into 
the water. 

Appearances indicate that the body had 
been in the water two weeks at the least. No 
identifying marks were found in the cloth- 
ing. The man was about 40 years old, five 
feet nine inches high, and weighed about 150 
pounds.

Again, it is unfortunate that 
the “Badgers do not play the Wolverines and 
that the Ann Arbor team will not meet Min- 
nesota, either. In fact, both the Wisconsin 
and Michigan schec ules are remarkably light 
this year. The Wolverines have nota hard 
game left in the list, unless possibly it may 
be Carlisle, and the Indians are not what 
they were a couple of years ago. Of course 
this cannot be called intentional, because 
when the schedule was made up Manager 
Baird did not know that Iowa and Chicago 
would be weak teams this year. The Hawk- 
eyes seem to have fared worse than the ma- 
roons in their efforts to develop raw material 
and that leaves Chicago as the only team 
that has much chance of crossing Michigan's.

Post-Season Game Necessary.

A blocked punt gave 
the Wolverines the first touchdown and a 
fumble by the purple gave them the bal! on 
the twenty-five yard line just before the sec- 
ond was made. This was followed by a ten 
yard penalty against the Methodists. 


Long Rune Are Largely Luck. 

In the second half two touchdowns result- 
ed from fifty-five and forty yard runs re- 
spectively, and these are always considered 
providential. The other touchdown was 
made by straight bucks from Northwestern's 
fifteen-yar@ Une. Defensively, Michigan 
found no difficulty in solving the tandem, and 
once stood firmly inside its own ten-yard 
line. 

The Badgers are evidently indulging in a 
mid-season slump, as a team of veterans is 
likely to do, but it is not likely to be any- 
thing more than temporary, and within a 
fortnight Wisconsin ought to be back at its 
season pace. The Knox game, in which 
the Galesburg team scored, wilt do the 
Badgers good by eliminating some of their 
confidence.

Chicago Bank 

Chicago bank clearings last week aggre- 
gated 186,915,408, as against $187,015,0638 for 
the corresponding week of last year, or a 
gain of $18,900,482. 

The wholesale trade as a whole has no 
complaimt to make as to the volume of busi- 
ness being done. It is satisfactory in all lines 
without being more than seasonably large. 
Houses handling winter goods say their men 
continue the booking of good sized orders 
and that everything indicates a future trade 
fully up to the average. . 

In nearly all lines the year’s figures on the 
city’s trade will forge ahead of those of 1900. 
This fact has already been quite firmly es- 
tablished in the minds of merchants who 


/ have made a preliminary examination of 


their books. 

None of the representative trade lines was 
particularly disturbed during the week. 
Prices were reasonably steady all through 
the list. The coal trade is still complaining 
of a car shortage, which restricts business 
somewhat. Demand for coal is good, and 
the production is proceeding at about the 
normal, though all trade wants cannot be 
supplied for the reason given. The move- 
ment to the West is most interfered with. 

Lumber is one of the decidedly active mar- 
kets, consumption being largely increased 
in agricultural sections, where conditions are 
highly prosperous. 

iron and eteel market, according to the 
Iron Age, fully maintains its strength, al- 
though in some lines the demand is not so |. 
brisk as it was earlier in the month. It is 
possibly better for the trade that the de- 
mand has somewhat abated, as manufac- 
turers are crowded with work, and a continu- 
ance of the heavy pressure would undoubt- 
edly have caused a sharp upward movement 
in prices. It is quite difficult now to secure 
any material for immediate use. Consumers 
are paytng a premium for such special forms 
of finished tron and eteel as they urgently 
need, and instances are continually transpir- 
ing in which other sizes are taken than those 
originally desired. Shortage of cars is 
causing much annoyance, and it is customary 
in taking orders for early delivery vo insert 
the clause, If cars can be secured. 


Argentine News Helps Wheat. 

Reports of serious damage to the Arge 
tine wheat crop from drought, e. 
vances in European markets because of 
those conditions, and a consequent increased 
demand for wheat from this country cre- 
ated a bullish feeling among local profes- 
‘sional operators and some strenuous efforts 
were made to get the market going upward. 
Some falling off in the receipts of spring 
wheat in the Northwest, presumably be- 
cause of continued rains, which had retard- 
ed movement, and continued light receipts 
in the Southwest, making the total received 
at primary points nearly 100,000 bu less 
than last year, was another bull factor 
which attracted e¢onsiderable attention. 
What counted moet seriously against any 
material advance was the smaliness of the 
general trade, the speculative public failing 
to take any interest in the prospects of crop 
failure in South America. The market held 
within narrow limits, therefore, and while 
it ruled strong, the net advance. was slight. 
The entire range was only 14c on Decem- 
ber, from 69%o to 71%, and the close at 
7076-710 showed a net gain of % for the 
week. 

The immediate futhre of the market @oubt- 
less depends largely on the continuance of 
the drought condition in Argentina or its 
relief by rain. Too much credit cannot be 
given to the claim that in several provinces 
the damage has gone beyond the possibility 
of repair by rain. Advices to Broomhall, 
however, declare that the promise has been 
reduced 25 per cent below the yield of last 
year, in spite of an increased acreage. The 
important effect of the present Argentine 
situation is in creating a feeling of alarm in 
continental and English markets as to the 
extent of the supplies to be expected from 
that country the fore part of next year and 
making them more eager buyers from this 
side. That Europe will continue to need large 
quantities of American wheat is evident from 
the manner in which the large exports from 
this country have gone into consumption. 
‘These exports have been 90,848,000 bu since 
July 1, over 89,000,000 bu larger than for the 
corresponding period in 1900, while the visible 
supply is now about the same as a year ago. 
For the present, while clearances keep 
larger than those of last year, the current 
foreign demand has been less eager and the 
spring wheat has been moving to market 
rapidly, and the visible supply has been in- 
creasing with the result that the market has 
been a dull and dragging one. If the feeding 
demand for wheat in the Southwest con- 
tinues as is predicted, it will only need more 
moderate marketings by the Northwest far- 
mers to put wheat on a firmer basis. : 


Corn Dull and Dragging. | 

While husking reports on corn told an 
almost invariable tale of disappointing re- 
turns, the shipping demand continued so 
small they had no effect as a bull factor. 
There has been no evidence as yet that Eu- 
rope will increase its consumption at cur- 
rent prices and the market was dull, specu- 
latively, though holding well, the nearby fu- 
tures off about e and May Ke higher than 
at the close the week before. A good cash 
demand for oats caused an advance of %c 
in the October delivery, with deferred futures 
a shade stronger. 4 hog products a less 
urgent consumptiv emand and a further 
decline in the price of hogs caused slight 
losses, except in October ribs, which were 
congested and a shade higher.
